Agein quoting Dr. Helpern, .next to bone, the skin offers the greatest 
resistance to a bullet in its course through the body then any other kind of tissue. 
The energy of the bullet is sometimes so spent that it ccnnot quite get out through 
th© final layer of skin and it comes to tesr just beneath th^- outside layer of skin. 

If it does go through the skin, it may not have enough energy to penetrate even an 
undershirt or a light cotton blouse. It has exhausted itself and just more or less 
plops to a stop. X... I cannot believe (that Bullet 399) is going to emerge miraculously 
unscathed, v/ithout any deformity and with its lands and groves intact". These are 
the markings cut into the bullet by the rifling of the barrel >f the weapon.
